Jefferson City, March 14.—A state­ 
ment from the office of the Finance 
Commissioner of the State shows the 
number of bank failures in Missouri 
for each year since 1895. 
From 1900 
to 1921 the highest number of failur­ 
es for any one year was 4. 
1923 had 
28, 1924 and 1925 each had 44. 
So 
far in 1926 there have been 9, 
the 
last 3 occuring 
in 
Davies 
County 
within a week. 
Almost without 
ex­ 
ception these failures have been due 
to the enormous losses sustained 
by 
our farming interests. 
This situation is prevalent in 
all 
agricultural sections and has been in­ 
vestigated by the National Industrial 
Conference Board, composed of en­ 
gineers and economists 
and 
repre­ 
senting 
transportation, 
mines 
and 
manufactures interested 
in 
general 
economic conditions. 
The 
organiza­ 
tion is non-political. 
The report states that agriculture 
no longer pays “because 60 per cent

world conditions of 
supply, demand 
and costs, while the expense of oper­

MORE GRAIN HELD 
ON MISSOURI FARMS 


Jefferson City, March 12.—Missou- j 
ri farmers are evincing 
a tendency! 
to hold their 1925 grain crops, 
ar.d 
marketing of the crops is proceeding 
more slowly than at this time 
last 
year, according to a joint crop bulle- 
| tin issued today by E. A. Logan of 
the United States Bureau of Agricul­ 
tural Economics, and Jewell 
Mayes, 
Secretary of the State Board of Ag­ 
riculture. 
The bulletin shows that the farm­ 
ers now have on hand a larger per­ 
centage of their 1925 grain crops, at 
the beginning of the 1926 crop sea­ 
son, than they held from 
the 
1924 
crop at the corresponding period of 
last year. 
The farmers still have on hand 96, 
529.000 bushels of corn, or 
47 
per 
cent of the 1925 crop, compared to 
56.160.000 bushels or 36 per cent of 
the 1924 crop, that was on hand at 
this time last year. 
In 
the extreme 
northern part of the State the farm 
ers still are holding more than 
one- 
half of their 1925 corn crop, it was 
said, and in the remainder of 
the 
State the farmers are holding from 
36 to 44 per cent of the crop. 
Wheat 
still held on 
the 
farms 
from the 1925 crop totals 3,205,000 
bushels, against 2,780,000 bushels at 
this time last year. The farms still 
have 17,700,000 bushels of oats com­ 
pared to 13,040,000 bushels at this 
period of last year. 
The bulletin stated that in the en­ 
tire United States farmers were hold­ 
ing approximately 1,318,790,000 bush­ 
els of corn, against a total of

House of Representaitives decided to 
give the people of Missouri a second 
opportunity of voting on the consti­ 
tutional amendment providing for the 
iniltiative and referendum as a part 
of the direct legislative system 
of 
the state. This resolution had already 
been passed by the Senate on Febru­ 
ary 27 of the same year. 
In 1904 
the voterr* of the State had defeated 
the proposition as submitted to them 
by the legislature, hut when this con­ 
stitutional amendment was 
brought 
up 
for a vote on November 3, 1908, 
it w’as adopted by a majority of 30,- 
325. 
The Missouri plan of the initiative 
and referendum as adopted in 1908, 
providees for the direct initiative ap­ 
plicable to constitutional 
and ordi­ 
nary 
legislation. 
The 
referendum 
may be ordered on the acta of 
the 
legislature either by popular petition 
or by the legislature submitting the 
act -to the approval of the voters. The 
amendment as adopted provides that 
not more than eight per cent of the 
legal voters in each of at least two- 
thirds of the congressional districts 
of ithe state shall he required to pro­ 
pose an initiative petition. 
Five per 
cent of the legal voters in each of at 
least two-thirds of the congressional 
districts is designated as necessary to 
order the referendum.

529.000 bushels of corn, or

cent of the 1925 crop, compared to 
50.160.000 bushels or 36 per cent of 
the 1924 crop, that was on hand at 
this time last year.

ers still are holding more than 
one- 
half of their 1925 corn crop, it was
